AUSTRIA POSTS PROCLAMATION. 


Sarayevo, Bosnia, Oct. 7.—The im- 


perial proclamation Retting forth the 
annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovi- 
na to Austria-Hungary was posted 
this morning throughout the occupied 
provinces. 
The announcement was 


given a mixed reception, but up to 
the present time the Servian mal- 
contents are quiet. 


The troops are confined to their 


barracks in readiness to quell any 
possible disturbance. 


TURKEY MAKES PROTEST. 


Constantinople, Oct. 7.—The coun- 


cil of ministers has decided to pro- 
test against the annexation of the 
province of Bosnia and Herzegovina 
by Austria-Hungary. 


Protest will be made through the 


Austrian embassy here. 


In an interview today^ Tewfik Pasha, 


president of the council of state and 
minister of foreign affairs, declared 
that the government already had pro 
tested against Bulgaria's declaration 
of independence and had proposed to 
the signatories of the treaty o£ Ber- 
lin the calling of a conference. This 
Turkey* considered 
to be the 
best 


course for the protection of her inter- 
ests. The minister added that Great 
Britain, 
France and Russia 
disap- 


proved of the conduct of Bulgaria. 


In reply to a question he said that 


Turkey desired peace in the Interest 
of internal reform and he counselled 
calm and moderation.

Michigan canal, 


should be vastly furthered in tho pub- 
lic mind as well as in the minds of 
those who are giving specific atten- 
tion and direct effort to these great 
measures for improving tho nation's 
facilities 
for 
transportation. 
The 


waterway route from Lake Erie to 
Lake Michigan, via Fort Wayne will 
mean much to Chicago and her de- 
clining lake commerce, though the 
deep waterway from the lakes to the 
gulf is first in her concern just now. 
That mighty project, however, will 
only in part solve the country's trans- 
portation problem. The Lake Erie- 
Lake Michigan project Is essential, 
and minor projects, but all of them 
the part of a great and comprehensive 
system of inland waterways, are nec- 
essary to a solution of tho growing 
problem of transportation. 


• A notable feature of the Chicago 
convention will be the presence there 
of the democratic and republican can- 
didates for president, both of whom 
are heartily committed to a policy o£ 
encouragement and aid of the inland 
waterways project as a general scheme 
o£ national improvement.
